In a special meeting held at the 
Hospital last week with all of the 
medical staff present, it was agreed 
to go on record unanimously sup- 
porting a new administration for 
the hospital, and asked Dr. J. Allen 
Baker, Chief of Medical staff to 
petition Dr. Guerrero, and the 
Palm Beach County Medical 
Society to assist the medical staff 
in solving this ‘‘intolerable 
situation".

‘resignation came as a result of 


pressure from’ medical personnel 
who appeared -before the South- 

‘west Palm Beach County Hospital 

board, Tuesday, Dec. 19, speaking 

of their dissatisfaction and 

“filthy condition of the hospital.” 

At that time the board declined 
to take any action, and Board Vice- 
Chairman Raymond. Caruthers 
said the hospital’s problems would 
take time to be worked out and 
would be worked out.

tiller, who said Monday that 
inéreased state funding is needed 
to enhance research and education 
programs aimed at making the 
state’s agriculture more energy 
€ sient. . 
"Florida agriculture uses far 


other state. If our agriculture is to 
survive; we must develop a new 
low-energy technology and do it 
quickly," said Tefertiller, head of 
the University's Institute of Food 
and Agricultural Sciences (IFAS). 
He explained that due to its many 
subtropic pests and infertile soils 
Florida ranks number one in the 
nation in the use of pesticides and 
second or third in the use of 
fertilizer per acre.. ''Consequently, 
energy price increase hits Florida 
farmers much harder than farmers 
in other агеаз,'' he said.

When you bring 
such a plant into the home where it 
is much drier, unless you are very 
careful abut the frequency of 
watering, it will begin-to shed the 
lower inside leaves. 

If you notice a sudden dropping 
of a large number of leaves, 
particularly if they are turning a 
bright yellow tinged with brown, 
check to see if the plant had been 
over watered. Often times over 
watering will result in the plant 
drooping or actually wilting due to 
the’ fact that its-root system has 
been damaged and is not perform- 
ing properly.

Plants in those situations grow very 
spindly and all the leaves re-orient

On July 7, 1978, the District Court of the District of Columbia entered a Stipulated 
Order providing that the definition of family income for purposes of computing 
maximum rentals for public housing, as contained in HUD Circular, which excluded 
spouses from the $300 deduction for each dependent and excluded dependents from the 
$300 deduction for each secondary wage earner, was invalid and violated the United 
States Housing Act of 1937, as amended. The effect of this determination is that cer- 
tain families who lived in public housing during the period from March 16, 1971, to Sep- 
tember 26, 1975, may have been charged too much rent. Therefore, the District Court 
ordered HUD to establish a one million dollar fund for the payment of claims which 
current or former tenants of public housing may submit for a refund of any over- 


payments.
